U.S. Seeking 
Radiological 
Weapons Ban 


Proposal Is Made 
In UN Assembly

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (WP), 
~The United States yesterday 
Prepered an international agree- 
mert to ban the use of radio- 
logical materials a5 weapons of 
war. Chemfcal and bacteriologic- 
al warfare hes been prohibited 
under international conventicns. 
but retatively litle attention hes 
teen given to radiolegical war. 

Thé U.S. proposal, cubmitted 
to the United Nations General 
Assembly in a speech by director 
Fred Ikle of the Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency, did not 
spell out the details of a radio- 
logical pact. Instead. Mr, Ikle 
sald the United States suggests 
that next year the Geneva dis- 
armament conference or another 
|ppropriats forum undertake a 
negotiated agreement. 

Mr. Ikle calied radiological war 
“a potentially significant future 
danger.” No nation is known to 
be making radiological weapons, 
but Mr, Ikle indicated in his 
Speech that the rapid accumula- 
tion of radioactive materials in 
nuclear-power production had 
Prompted the U.S. proposal, 

No Definition 

Aithcugh a definition of “radlo- 
logical warfare" was not submit- 
ted, Mr. Ikle made it clear that 
he did not refer to nuclear weap- 
ons explosions, the most likely 
source Of extensive radiation dan- 
ser. The U.S. proposal is evident- 
ly primarily concerned with pos- 
sibie use of radioactive materials 
—such as plutonium or stronttum 
90—io contaminate areas held or 
controlied by an enemy. 

There had been little contro- 
versy about the proposal within 
the executive branch of govern- 
ment, officials said, although 
some elements of the Defense De- 
partment were said to have been 
reluctant to go along at first, 
The ocffictals said Pentagon staff 
aides briefly considered the use 
of radiation to stop North Viet- 
nemese infiltration to South Viet- 
nam in the early 1960s but gave 
up the idea as impractical, 

After the proposal had been 
cleared by government depart- 
ments. some State Department 
Officials reportedly objected, say- 
ing that the United States should 
make no new foreign policy moves 
in the presidential transition 
period. However, allied nations 
and the Soviet Union had already 
been briefed, raising the lkeli- 
hood of embarrassment over a 
last-minute cancellation. 

Recent concern about the 
Spread of radioactive material 
has centered on the potential 
threat of its selzure by terrorists.

Yugoslavia in the Middle 


From Leonid Brezhnev, visiting in Bel- 
gtade. comes metaphorical assurance that 
the Soviet Union has no plans at all to 
explolt the political and ethnic uncertainties 
of post-Tito Yugos:avia in order to bring 
that independent Communist nation back 
into the Soviet fold. Some in the West “are 
trying to present Yugoslavia as 2 poor 
helpless Little Red Riding Hood whom the 
terrible bloodthirsty wolf—the aggressive 
Soviet Union—tis preparing to tear apart and 
swallow,” the Soviet leader declared. evi- 
dently by way of responding to statements 
that were in fact made during the U.S. presi-~ 
dential campaign. But, he insisted, it’s 
not so. 

Two cheers, This does not exactly square 
with the “Brezhnev doctrine,” the right long 
claimed by Moscow—and expressed by Mr. 
Brezhnev himself at the time of his inter- 
vention in Prague--to intervene in other 
socialist countries at will. But such words 
are not to be sneezed at. They help rein- 
foree natural political inhibition that, in ἃ 
moment of temptation, might be overcome. 
The Yugoslavs have a strong army, equipped 
in part with U.S. arms, whose prime mission is 
to ward off Soviet attack, and a huge well- 
armed territorial militia. These forces are 
the chief bulwark of their security. But they 
have always valued public declarations of 
intent, and so Mr. Brezhnev's words were no 
doubt of some comfort to them. 

There's something else Yugoslavia could 
do to ensure its post-Tito fortumes. It could 
smooth out its relations with the United 
States. For geopolitical reasons—to main- 


tain the balance that has kept the peace 
in Europe since World War [l—the United 
States has had and has often demonstrated 
a great interest In Yugos:avia’s indepen- 
dence. Yet too often in recent years Bel- 
grade has seemed to go out of its way to 
conjure up grievances and to pick fights 
with Washington. It has taken gratuitously 
anti-U.S. positions on issues Hke the Mideast 
and Puerto Rico veven while some of its 
officials mumbie their better judgment 
privately). It has treated certain bilateral 
incidents in a way calculated to maximize 
unpleasantness. It wrongly arrested and 
held the U.S. citizen Laszo Toth, for 
instance. and it continues to suggest official 
U.S. connivance with Croatian terrorists. 

According to the prevailing strain in offi- 
clal U.S. thinking, this sort of Yugoslav con- 
duct should be put down to understandable 
jitters and accepted with a grimace and 2 
gulp. But others expect Yugoslavia to 
measure its attitude towards the United 
States on daily issues according to the 
undeniably overwhelming significance that 
the United States has for Belgrade as 8 
counterweight to Soviet pressure. We think 
this makes more sense. It is troubling to 
see Yugos:avia using the US. geopolitical 
interest in its fate as license for a policy 
that 15 not so much independent as unneces- 
sary. We don't think the United States 
should or will forget that geopolitical in- 
terest. But we fail to understand why Yugo- 
slavia, at this time or any other, would 
want to make It hard for the United States 
to remain its friend.

The Mars Experiment 


Mars went bebind the sun earlier this 
month, thus interrupting for a time commu- 
nications between earth and the instruments 
landed on the Martian surface by the suc- 
cessful Viking-1 and 2 rockets. The tem- 
porary halt in the receipt of new data 
permits a preiminary evaluation of what has 
been accomplished since last summer's his- 
toric landings. 

Certainly the whole field of Martian stu- 
dies has been revolutionized and provided 
with an abundance of new data that will 
take years to assimflate fully Popular at- 
tention Inevitab:y hes focused on the search 
for Martian life, a search to which scientists 
for the moment can give only an equivocal 
answer. The puzzling data from Mars to 
date neither prove nor disprove that Martian 
life exists or existed; different experiments 
appear to point toward different conclusions. 

Even more important, however, the find- 
ings on Mars are forcing a new look at 
questions about the origins of life on earth. 
For example, one way of interpreting the 
results on Mars is the hypothesis that Mar- 
tlan soil contains a superoxidized form of 
iron which reacts with water to release 
oxygen and normal iron oxide, or rust. Now 
the possiblity is being discussed that such 
ἃ superoxide existed here on earth in the 
primeval years and that it 15 this weird 
substance that provided the oxygen that 
now makes earth such a hospitable planet 
for human and other familiar life forms, 


The classic explanation that plant Ife 
produced most of earth's free oxygen is 
now being re-examined. 

Back in 1953, a fundamental experiment 
showed that an electric spark in a chamber 
containing water and other simple chemica:s 
could result in the formation of a central 
complex organic compound. This experi- 
ment seemed to suggest that the formation 
of Hfe here on earth was rather a straight- 
forward process, one that was almost inevi- 
table given the forces and chemicals known 
to have been present in the first several bil- 
‘ion years of earth’s evolution 

But now the data from Mars have remind- 
ed sclentists that electric discharges and ac- 
companying ultra-violet radiation can also 
break down and destroy complex organic 
molecules as well as form them, All of a 
sudden the conventional wisdom about the 
development of life on earth seems neither 
so certain nor so inevitable as it did before 
the Viking landings last summer. 

Perhaps all that can be said is that the 
science of life is now in the midst of one of 
those dizzyingly rapid periods of progress 
during which all previous conclusions are 
Suspect while the fina] outcome of current 
heated debates is 5.11 unknown. Yet even 
to say this 1s to agree that the Viking 
experiments have already been even more 
fruitful than their backers expected.

The Dolphin Limit 


The mass killing of dolphins and porpoises 
is ἃ modern tragedy of technology. These 
friendly, intelligent creatures are the pilot 
fish whose surface activity is a clue to the 
presence of large numbers of tuna below. 

Since 1961. tuna fishermen have used an 
efficient technique tn which huge nets are 
closed over their quarry. Many of the 
nearby dolphins escape but many others die 
from suffocation when their flippers or 
snouts become entangled in the nets, Tuna 
fleets have developed various maneuvers to 
keep those losses to ἃ minimum, but tens of 
thousands of porpoises and dolphins are still 
fatally trapped each year. 

Under the terms of the Marine Mamma:s 
Protection Act of 1972, the National Marine 
Fisheries Service each year establishes an 
allowable quota of porpotse kills. When that 
quota was recently exceeded. the fisheries 


service bravely ordered tuna fleets to halt 
the taking of tuna for the rest of the year 
—in the face of heavy pressure and protest 
from the industry. Last week. the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit refus- 
ed to lift this ban 

The fisheries service and the court have 
both acted in the pubiic interest in dif- 
ficult circumstances. The troubling fact 
remains that no one yet knows the actual 
size ot the dwindling porpoise and dolphin 
Population. As a result, it 15 impossible to 
Prove that the allowable quota is still too 
high or that, as feared, the dolphin may 
already be becoming an endangered species. 
Additional research and uncompromising 
enforcement are emphatically necessary if 
the humble tuna fish sandwich is not to be 
the occasion for an ecological disaster.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP), 
—An alr mass containing radio- 
active debris from a Chinese nu- 
clear explosion is expected to be- 
gin drifting across the United 
States tomorrow, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency said. 

Radioactive particles are ex- 
pected to fall to the earth as the 
air mass, estimated to cover about 
160,000 square miles, moves east- 
ward across the nation.

Wholesale industrial prices,

Bechtel Says Plan Shelved 
For Private Nuclear Firm 


NEW YORK, Nov, 19 (AP-DJ). 
—Bechtel Corp. has confirmed 
that the proposal to build and 
operate the first U.S. privately 
owned uranium enrichment plant 
is being shelved.

A spokesman for the San Fran- 
cisco-based Bechtel made the 
disclosure in response to questions 
raised by an announcement yes- 
terday by Goodyear Tire & Rub- 
ber Co, that it is withdrawing 
from the group. 

Officials of Williams Cos. the 
third members of the group, could 
not be reached for comment. 

Industry observers have con~ 
sidered the project's future doubt- 
ful since earlier this fall, when 
the Ford administration's propos- 
ed Nuclear Fuel Assurance Act 
failed in Congress. 

The bill would have allowed 
private concerns to participate in 
uranium enrichment, with gov- 
ernment technology and assuran- 
ces against failure of the ven- 
ture. The bill was cleared by the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy and the House, but failed 
in the Senate by a narrow vote 
near the end of the session.

NEW YORK, Noy. 19 (NYT). 
—Jumping checkbook-first inta 
the free-agent market, the Yan- 
kees added Don Gullett yester- 
day to their already star-studded 
bitching staff. 

The Yankees, who have been 
accustd by some other clubs of 
having bought this year’s Amer- 
jean League pennant, are be 
Heved to have given Gullett a 
S2-million package for six years. 

The signing of the pitcher who 
started the first game for the 
Cincinnati Reds in each of the 
last two World Series was the 
second of the day in baseball 
Gary Matthews, an outfielder 
formerly with the San Francisco 
Giants, signed with the Atlanta 
Braves for five years at an es- 
timated 81.75 million after spurn- 
ing an offer of more than 82 mil- 
Hon from the Montreal Expos. 

The two signings brought to 
eight the number of free agents 
who have signed since baseball 
staged its historic negotlation- 
rights draft Nov. 4 Seven more 
top-caliber free agens remain. 

The Owners’ Argument 

Interestingly, all eight players 
who have signed have moved to 
teams with worse 1976 won-lost 
records than their former teams 
had. Thet would seem to belie 
the old argument by the owners 
that if players were free agents 
they all would flock to the best 
teams. 

As soon as the Yankees an- 
nounced the Gullett, signing, 
Gabe Paul, their president, de- 
parted for Providence, Ri He 
wil resume his negotiations 
there with Jerry Kapstein for 
Bobby Grich, the man the Yan- 
kees want as their shortstop and 
the second of the two free agents 
they're permitted to sign. 

The latest tine on Grich in- 
dicates thet the California An- 
gels are the Yankees’ primary 
competition for the 27-year-old 
infielder, Harry Dalton, the An- 
gels’ general manager, also was 
reported to be on his way to 
Providence.
